Moreover, there 
always exists the possibility of mal- 
feasance and betrayal, the sins of 
opussion and commission, whereby for- 
tunes are too often dissipated and lost. 

This problem which, to thoughtful 
and conscientious men is a grave one 
the trust company, in its ijiegal ca- 
pacity as administrator, executor or 
guerdian or trustee, is established to 
eolve. Enjoying perpetuity, it is not 
subject to the vicissitudes of death. 
Controlled by the limitations and pro- 
visions of its charter, it is kept by the 
strong hand of the law within the lim- 
ite of conservative Operations. Ppre- 
sumably managed by a competent 
board of diréttors, the beneficiaries of 
the trust have the advantage of the 
collective wisdom of the experienced 
nan, and in financia] matters, “in a 
trrulktitude of experienced counseliors 
there is safety.’ Inspected by inde- 
pendent officersof theState, any wrong- 
doing by the officers of a trust com- 
pany cannot long remain undiscovered. 
Posse of ample capital, the bene- 
ficlary is guaranteed against ioss 
tarough errors or willful dishonesty. 
Moreover. the trust company, in man- 
uging many estates, can do so with 
ah economy not possible to individual 
trustees. Updoubtediy, there are often 
advantages in havi as trustee an 
attorney, Wifo has adv the donor in 
the lifetime, and whose peculiar 
mw gh ad of the estate is valuable, 
but, as & been stated such man@ge- 
ment in the nature of things cannot be 
long enduring, but its advantages can 
be secured by uniting the family 
counsellor with the-4rcust* company, as 
co-trustees. In this manner both the 
special benefits of torporate manage- 
ment and those of an individual trus- 
tee can be secured. I submit; there- 
fore, that the burdens of the rich would 
be sensibly relieved if due regard were 
L2d to the advantages offered by the 
trust company. 

This brings me to a cl 
ation of what the trugt company 
should be in its character, capital and 
methods of business, to enabie it to 
discharge with zeal and. fidelity the

high duties imposed. upon it in its fdu-’ 


cary capacity as trustees. Its capital 
thould be adequate to its responsibili- 
ties. Its officers and directors should 
be men of experience and with a sin- 


gic mind devoted to the institution | 


they sefve, Its corporate work, wheth- 
ér exclusively relating to its trust busi- 
néss or not, should be of a dignified 
eharacter anr free from hazard. Around 
the trust company should further be 
thrown the safeguards of wise legisia- 
tion. In some of the older States, ade- 
quate provision in this respect has been 
tnade, and these beneficent laws could 
profitably be adopted by the States 
less fortunate. 
LEGISLATURE’S DUTY. 


_ The Legislature may well give care- 
ful consideration to this important 
function of financial corporations. It is 
true that the trust company ig compar- 
atively a newcomer. The first of such 
institutions began business in the 
United States but little more than fifty 
years ago. The record of that half 
century is, however, upon the whole,. 
an. honorable one, and the extent of 
ite services in the management of 
property ig but imperfectly understood 
by those most requiring its special fe- 
cilities. In the period in question few, 
if any, losses have occurred to any 
trust property by the delinquency of 
eny trustcompanyacting in a fiduciary 
capacity. There have unquestionabdi 
been, in such institutions, occasional 
acts of misfeasance by employés, but 
in no cage that I can recall has the 
trust company failed to make good to 
the beneficiary the temporary loss 
thereby sustained. ‘ 

Il am firmiy of nion, therefore, 
that the growing value of such com- 
panies in the special work to which I 
have alluded should be made known to 
that class which we may justly hope is 
becoming numerically greater, to whom 
the problem of the proper management 
and ultimate disposition of their prop- 
erty presents itseifas the peculiar prob- 
of the rich.

SAVINGS BANK SECTION. 


MATTERS OF POPULAR INTEREST 
| {BY THB ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M_} 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 2.—The 
Savings Bank section of the American 
Bankers’ Association met this after- 
noon in the Academy of Science build- 
ing, with a gratifying attendance. of 
members. Myron T. Herrick of Cleve- 
land, O., who is president of the se-- 
tion, was unable'to attend, and Vice- 
President James McMahon of New 
York is fll. The section was according- 
ly -eesided over by the chairman of the 
Executive Committee, G. B. Latimer. 
secretary of the Irvings Savings Bank 
of New York. who. in the opening ad- 
dress, congratulated the section on the 
prosperous showing of the first year. 
Secretary Hanhart reported an expen- 
diture of $690.50, and a membership 
of 648. or about one-half of the sav- 
ings banks of the country. 

The first paper read was written by 
Col. Charles E.. Sprague, president of 
the Union Dime Savings Bank of New 
York, and entitled “Bond Accounts.” 
It dealt chiefly with the technica! de- 
talle of the book-keeping of bond ac- 
counts, premiums, interests and dis- 
counts. 

“Savings Bank Advertising” was the 
subject of a paper by Luclus Teter, 
eashier of the Chicago Savings Bank. 
He urged various forms of dignified 
advertising to increase business, and 
held that some species were necessary 
to maintain healthful life. It was the 
means by which the benks notified the 
public of their readiness and ability to 
proneriy care for the savings of the 
thrifty and frugal poor. He upheld 
newspaper advertising, advocating the 
selection of journals which circMated 
most among the masses.. 

“Dangers Threatening Savings 


\ 
Banks” was the subject treated by 
Fred Heinz, president of the Farmers’ 
and Merchants’ Bank of Davenport, 
Iowa. He said in part: — “ 

“At présent the savings banks 
throughout the country are in a pros- 
perous condition. No doubt it is the 
aim of all interested that they should 
he kept so. The dangers that threat- 
en are, in common with other banks, 
inefficiency and sometimes dishonesty 
in ment by those in charge on 
the inside, and occasionally efficiency 
by non-employés getting the funds from 
the outside. In addition, savings banks 
are threatened with a greater danger— 
that of losing deposits on account of 
government savings banks, should such 
be established. The agitation for gov- 
ernment savings banks its considerable, 
and should savings banks fail in any 
great number, it would no doubt has- 
ten the establishment of government 
banks. 

“To keep the savings banks in popu- 
lar favor it is absolutely necessary 
that the greatest safeguards be pro- 
vided for the de ts. When this is 
done the cry for vernment savings 
banks will cease; otherwise not. The 
loans should be good and kept good. 
Investments should be of such a char- 
acter that there can be no shrinkage of 
the principal and should be in such 
shape that they can be disposed of in 
case of need within a reasonable time.” 

He urged the making of efforts to- 
ward getting “good savings bank laws” 
enacted in every State. He said: ‘“The 
laws should give the public as abun- 
dant security for their momey as & 
safe and conservative banking business 
will justify.” 

“Trust Accounts” was an interest- 
ing paper read by the author, Secre- 
tary Hanhart, and related to the vari- 
ous kinds of deposits placedein the 
banks in trust for other people, includ- 
ing joint accounts of husband and wife, 
administrators, guardians, societies 
and corporations, etc. He suggested a 
number of ways by which accounts 
may be opened in order to avoid later 
complications and trouble. 

“Failed Savings Banks,” by Willis 
J. Payne, trustee of the Metropolitan 
Savings Bank of New York, was read 
by proxy. He reviewed the causes of 
some recent failures and commended 
the conditions of New England and 
New York where adequate legal pro- 
tection is given by law to both bank 
and depositor. Institutions maintained 
solely for personal profit and promising 
large dividends did not meet hie ap- 

ed that careful 


beneficial. 

The meeting adopted a_ resolution 
favoring the organization of State 
banks in every State.

It will bring out in un- 
mistakable language the abuses which 
have grown up as a result of the 
machinations of the Beavers and Ma- 
chen ring, and recommend thorough re- 
organization of the bureaus of which 
these men had charge.

tiffs do not get all the water that they 
claim.’ The main question involved is 
the right of appropriators to tak. from 
a stream flowing past riparian lands by 
interfering with any tributary flowing 
into the stream above the land of the 
riparian owner.

ONDON, Oct. 

Cable.] The engrossed copy of the 

Alaskan award was signed at 2:10 
The Canadian commissioners, 
Messrs. Aylesworth and Jette,  de- 
clined to sign the award, but will eub- 
mit their contrary opinions to the trib- 
unal, s0 as to go officially on record. 
While they declined to sign the award, 
they signed the maps agreed on by the 
majority. 

The award relating to the Portland 
Canal gives the United States two isl- 
ands, Kannaghunt and Sitklan, com- 
manding the entrance of the Portland 
channel and the ocean passage to Port 
Simpson, destroying the strategic value 
of Wales and Pearse islands, which 
are given to Canada. 

The mountain line adopted as the 
boundary lies so far from the coast as 
to give the United States substantial- 
ly all the territory tn dispute. The line 
completely clears all the bays and in- 
lets and means of access to the sea, 
giving the United States a complete 
land barrier betweem Canada and the 


sea, from the Portland Canal to Mount 
St. Elias. Around the head of the 
Lynn Canal the line follows the water- 
shed, somewhat in accordance with the 
present provisional boundary. 

In consequence of the attitude main- 
tained by the Canadian commissioners, 
Lord Chief Justice Alverstone decid- 
ed this morning not to Noid the pro- 
posed public meeting of the Alaskan 
Boundary Commission, but to hand 
its decision to Messrs. Foster and Sit- 
ton, respectively, agents of the Ameri- 
can and Canadian governments. 

The Canadian commissioners not only 
declined to sign the award, but said 
they would publicly withdraw from the 
commission. They, as well as the Ca- 
nadians connected with the case, are 
very bitter. Telegrams from Premier 
Laurier and other prominent persons 
in Canada show that this sentiment is 
shared generally throughout the Do- 
rainion. 

Messrs. Jetie Aylesworth, in 
statement of the reasons for refusing 
to sign the eward, say they consider 
the finding of the tribunal regarding 
the islands at the entrance of the 
Portland canel and the mountain line 
is not a judicial one. They add: “We 
urged our views as strongly as we 
were able, but we have been com- 
pelled to witness the sacrifice of the 
interests of Canada. We were 
erless to prevent it, though satisfied.

ferred to, ignored the jus: rights of 
Canada.”

EXTRADITE BOODLERS. 

The list of extraditable offenses 
bas been gradually increased, from 
year to year, until there are but few 
countries in the civilised world where 
@ person guilty of a serious crime can 
live without danger of arrest and ex- 
tradition. Formerly, and not so very 
many years ago, embezziers, de- 
faulters, and persons guilty of sim- 
,Offenses in the United States, 
could enjoy immunity from arrest by 
merely moving across the boundary 
line into Canada. The wrongfulness 
and indefensibleness of such a state 
of things suggested the remedy, and 
enlarged extradition treaties did the 
rest. EXmbezsiers, and criminals of 
that class, do not now strike out for 
the Canadian border. They go in the 
other direction—for there are stil! in 
Central and South America some 
small governments which furnish 
them a harbor of refuge. It is hoped 
and expected that the time will not 
be long before we shall have satts- 
factory extradition treaties with all 
countries which now. afford an asylum 
to our criminals, 

As above noted, the list of extra- 
ditable offenses has been much ex- 
tended within recent years. Murder 
and theft were formerly about the 
only crimes deemed  extraditabie. 
Now, about'all the graver offenses in 
the calendar of crime are subject to 
extradition. Bribery, it seems is not 
in this list, but it is proposed that it 
shall be included among the extra- 
ditable offenses.

RS. COE RIDICULES 
“RECORD” PIPE DREAM. 


“ASSAULTED AND TERRIBLY 
BEATEN” WOMAN UNHURT, 
No “Nervous Prostration,”’ No “Shat- 
tered Bones of the Hand” and No 


“Serious Condition” as Basis for 
Fake Used as Capital Against Police, 


The latest atrocious outrage perpe- 
trated by the fiendish desperadoes who 
stalk abroad with impunity and laugh 
at the police, came to light yesterday. 
Mrs. H. W. Coe, a widow conducting 
a lodging-house at No. 6)2 South Los 
Angeles street, was the victim. She re- 
turned to her kitchen early Monday 
morning to find a young man. hitting 
her trunk with a hatchet. Seeing he 
was discovered, the fellow rudely 
pushed her hand to one side, bending 
a forefinger, and fled into the day- 
ight. 

Here is exactly what Mrs. Coe said 
about the affair to a Times reporter last 
evening: 
“That report in the Record was 
awfully exaggerated. It said I was 
‘assaulted and terribly beaten;’ that I 
was ‘in a state bordering on nervous 
prostration, and that the ‘bones in my 
hand were shattered by a blow.’ There 
is not one whit of truth to all that, for 
young Johnson did not hurt me, and * 
know did not mMtend to. I Was stand- 
ing in the doorway through which he 
wanted to get out, and as I raised my 
hand he put up one hand and pushed 
me to the side, bending my forefinger 


“The thief rented a room of me here 
for two months last summer. He said 
his name was Harry Johnson, and that 
he worked in a tailor shop. He was a 
nice-looking young fellow about 20 
ears old, and that is all I know about 


m. 
“Johnson robbed me once before— 
about two months ago. We were hav- 
ing a friendly talk in the kitchen when 
my niece drove up, I went out in 
front to talk to her in her carriage. 
When I came back Johnson was gone, 
and I knew in a minute that he had 


robbed me. I had left the key in my 
trunk, and he had opened it and 
taken $70. 


“Early Monday morning I went over 
to the school back of here to put the 
child of one of my roomers in school. I 
was gone only a few minutes, and when 
I returned came in the front way, and 
walked noiselessly up this long car- 
peted hallway. Johnson didn’t hear me 
until I got way back, and stood in the 
kitchen door. He had the trunk upside 
down, and was trying to chop off the 


“‘Why, Harry Johnson!’ I said to 
him, and stood stock still. 
“He was taken entirely by surprise, 
and looked confused. Then he dropped 
the hatchet and started to go right past 
me out the door. I stretched out my 
hand, and he just put one hand against 
mine and shoved me de. My finger 
was slightly twisted. 
“*You did not get my money this 
time, did you?’ I called after him as he

He has just tried to 
rob me for the second time! Oh, I beg 
of you to try and catch him.’
